Jewels from Joni 

Lent started early for me this year—it began a week before Ash Wednesday 
with a diagnosis of lymphoma. The phrase, “You have cancer,” is a 
frightening one. I felt numb and scared, and words like remission, 
chemotherapy, diagnosis, and staging drove me and my family into a desert 
that included an eleven-day hospital stay. 

Since I left the hospital, I’ve had more time to “be still” and to discover how 
God has been present to me each day. This is not the Lenten journey I 
would have chosen but is clear that God has been very near. My Dad 
always carried the poem “Footprints” in his wallet. Last week my brother 
Dan sent a copy of this poem to me. In the poem a person sees God 
walking beside him, but when things got really tough, this person notes 
there are no longer two sets of footprints. He asks God “Why?” and God 
replies, “That’s when I carried you.” 

God presents us with challenges—challenges that demand all that we are. 
On this journey I have learned that He doesn’t leave us alone to deal with 
the challenges. He gives us the grace we need, and He inspires others to 
pray, love, and provide support for us. 

So many of my OLBH family have offered prayers, food, gifts and support to 
the Osnes family. Your love lifts us over the bumps. In a sense, you have 
carried our family during this tough time. We are grateful for your help.

As I have experienced this desert called cancer I have pondered this 
question: what gives meaning to suffering? We are challenged to suffer 
while holding on to the belief that it will transform us—that the workings of 
the Holy Spirit, though hidden, will someday be revealed to us. Does 
suffering have meaning because God is in it with us, taking chaos and 
transforming it into the holy? 


As we enter into Holy Week and walk with Christ in His suffering, death, 
and resurrection, we see the ultimate transformation from death to new life, 
from Good Friday to Easter. This week I will meditate on Christ’s suffering 
for me and will lay my cancer diagnosis at the foot of the cross—and rejoice 
in the growth and new life of Easter.

Readings for Easter Sunday 

Reading 1: Acts of the Apostles 10:34a, 37-43 
Peter proceeded to speak and said: "You know what has 
happened all over Judea, beginning in Galilee after the 
baptism that John preached, how God anointed Jesus of 
Nazareth with the Holy Spirit and power. He went about 
doing good and healing all those oppressed by the devil, 
for God was with him. We are witnesses of all that he 
did both in the country of the Jews and in Jerusalem. 
They put him to death by hanging him on a tree. This 
man God raised on the third day and granted that he be 
visible, not to all the people, but to us, the witnesses 
chosen by God in advance, who ate and drank with him 
after he rose from the dead. He commissioned us to 
preach to the people and testify that he is the one 
appointed by God as judge of the living and the dead. To 
him all the prophets bear witness, that everyone who 
believes in him will receive forgiveness of sins through is 
name." 

Responsorial Psalm: Psalms 118:1-2, 16-17, 22-23 
R. (24) This is the day the Lord has made; let us 
rejoice and be glad, or: Alleluia. 

Give thanks to the LORD, for he is good, for his mercy 
endures forever. Let the house of Israel say, "His mercy 
endures forever."

Reading II: Colosians 3:1-4 or I Corinthians 5:6b-8 
Brothers and sisters: If then you were raised with Christ, 
seek what is above, where Christ is seated at the right 
hand of God. Think of what is above, not of what is on 
earth. For you have died, and your life is hidden with 
Christ in God. When Christ your life appears, then you 
too will appear with him in glory, 
or 

I Corinthians 5:6b-8 

Brothers and sisters: Do you not know that a little yeast 
leavens all the dough? Clear out the old yeast, so that 
you may become a fresh batch of dough, inasmuch as 
you are unleavened. For our paschal lamb, Christ, has 
been sacrificed. Therefore, let us celebrate the feast, not 
with the old yeast, the yeast of malice and wickedness, 
but with the unleavened bread of sincerity and truth. 

Gospel: John 20:1-9 or Mark 16:1-7 

On the first day of the week, Mary of Magdala came to 
the tomb early in the morning, while it was still dark, 
and saw the stone removed from the tomb. So she ran 
and went to Simon Peter and to the other disciple whom 
Jesus loved, and told them, "They have taken the Lord 
from the tomb, and we don't know where they put him." 
So Peter and the other disciple went out and came to the 
tomb. They both ran, but the other disciple ran faster 
than Peter and arrived at the tomb first; he bent down 
and saw the burial cloths there, but did not go in. When 
Simon Peter arrived after him, he went into the tomb 
and saw the burial cloths there, and the cloth that had 
covered his head, not with the burial cloths but rolled up 


in a separate place. Then the other disciple also went in, 
the one who had arrived at the tomb first, and he saw 
and believed. For they did not yet understand the 
Scripture that he had to rise from the dead. 

Or 

Mark 16:1-7 

When the Sabbath was over, Mary Magdalene, Mary, the 
mother of James, and Salome bought spices so that they 
might go and anoint him. Very early when the sun had 
risen, on the first day of the week, they came to the 
tomb. They were saying to one another, "Who will roll 
back the stone for us from the entrance to the tomb?" 
When they looked up, they saw that the stone had been 
rolled back; it was very large. On entering the tomb they 
saw a young man sitting on the right side, clothed in a 
white robe, and they were utterly amazed. He said to 
them, "Do not be amazed! You seek Jesus of Nazareth, 
the crucified. He has been raised; he is not here. Behold 
the place where they laid him. But go and tell his 
disciples and Peter, 'He is going before you to Galilee; 
there you will see him, as he told you.'"

Whether given as a gift or 
enjoyed in your own home, 
the Easter Lily serves as a 
beautiful reminder that 
Easter is a time for rejoicing 
and celebrating.
